PROVOST, June 26.—The mys- 


terious disappearance of a fund, “The/ 


Child Saving Plan,” in aid of the des-| 
titute children in the Provost district, 
raised in 1924, is being investigated by 
the provincial government and the Al- 
berta Provincial Police, E, C. Shaughe- 
nessy of the government audit depart- 
ment and Constable W. Burr of the A. 
P. P, are now endeavoring to trace 
the whereabouts of the missing money, 

The local merchants in 1924 started 
this fund in aid of wanting and sick 
children of the Provost munic:pality. 
The fund continued through to the 
middle of the next year, 1925, and 
sums ranging from a few cents up to 
$25 were received, it was said. The 
fund was advertised as having the 


names of over three hundred people | 


on the subscribers’ jist, The money 
collected was stated to have been plac- 
ed to the credit of the children in 
the various parts of the district, 

The whole matter was considered 
as closed till ‘it was broughi to light 
that no children received the benefit 
of the alleged fund 

It is known that the money was 
collected and in an effort to find just 
how, when, and for what it was ex- 
pended, the provincial government and 
the A.P.P., at the request of the town 
authorities, are in town investigating 

All available reports and books have 
been examined minutely by the in- 
vestigators, but so far they have not 
solved the mystery. 

In the report from Provost it is in- 
ferred that perhaps some of the books 
and reports are not available as they 
have been destroyed

No charge of indiffere ce to the in- 
ferests of education, nor of parsimony in 
regard to the provision of school accom- 
modation, can be laid at the door of Ed- 
monton taxpay the result of the 
vote on the school bylaws on Wednesday 
The millions of dollars that have been sup- 
plied for luxurious school buildings in 
every part of the city in past years refute 
any accusation of that kind. 

It may be that to some extent the vote 
on Tuesday shows a tendency toward sec- 
tionalism, voters supporting the projects 
of interest to their own localities and op- 
posing the others. If so, that is not a 
matter for wonder. The obvious fact is 
that the vote was taken under conditions 
which are altogether abnormal. There 
was no possibility that taxpayers gener- 
ally should register a decision solely on 
the merits of the proposals, free of con- 
sideration of the resultant effects upon 
the tax bills. 

If as a consequence of the defeat of 
the bylaws the school board has to make 
what shift it can with the resources now 
at its disposal, that is no more than the 
city council is doing, and no more than 
the individual taxpayer is doing in his pri- 
vate and business affairs

GOOD BUSINESS 

Shrewd business sense, as well as a 
neighborly desire to help better conditions 
in other countries, is behind the proposal 
of President Hoover to proclaim a year’s 
holiday in the paying of war debts and 
reparations claims. The United States 
would benefit from the respite, as really 
as the debtor nations. 

The industries of the republic have 
been developed to the point where they 
must have export markets if they are to 
employ their full complement of opera- 
tives, produce at normal capacity, and 
earn dividends on the money invested in 
them. But their customers abroad are not 
in position to buy, and are not buying. The 
reaction is reflected in the unemployment 
figures and the market prices of stocks 
in the United States. 

That country is in the position of the 
individual manufacturer whose patrons 
need an extension of time. It is better 
business to grant the extension, and give 
the customers a chance to build up their 
buying power, than to insist that they pay 
on the dot at the cost of still further im- 
poverishing them. 

That the United States would sHare 
the benefits in no way discounts the help- 
fulness or the magnanimity of the Presi- 
dent's offer, But this makes it more like- 
ly that Congress will agree to the plan 
than if this were merely a proposal to ex- 


tend favors to other countries with no 
compensating benefit to the republic. 
THE BACKERS DO THE WORRYING 


The commission appointed by the Brac- 
kon Government finds that there has been 
mismanagement of the affairs of the Mani- 
toba wheat pool elevators company, a 
subsidiary of the wheat pool. It was not 


claimed and is not suggested that the 
management was dishonest, but that it 


was in severa! respects incapable and ex- 
travagant. 

The finding will not tend to strengthen 
the confidence of the Manitoba taxpayers 
in the enterprise whose aperations they 
have guaranteed. Quite the contrary. 
And it may create doubts also as to the 
capacity that has been displayed in the 
management of pool affairs in the other 
prairie provinces. 

That is to be regretted. Whatever they 
may have thought of the wisdom of the 
wheat growers In undertaking to operate 
such extensive organizations in the com- 
plicated and hazardous business of dealing 
in grain, the taxpayers of these provinces 
are now the guarantors of the pools, and 
bound to hope that these will continue to 
function and eventually be able to meet 
their obligations. Unless the pools can do 
this, the taxpayers will have to make good 
the debts they have under-written. 

Whereas formerly it was the pool 
member who felt he had cause to hope that 
the pools would succeed, it is now the tax- 
payer, whether a pool member or not, who 
will have cause to worry if the pools lose 
confidence and hence lose members.

A WHEAT BOARD? 

The prairie provincial premiers have 
presented their case for a Dominion wheat 
board at Ottawa. That they did it skill- 
fully the despatches indicate. 

The pools and the private dealers, they 
argued, will not be able to pay the grow- 
er more than 35 cents at threshing time. 
The wheat board, they suggest, should pay 
55 cents. The board, that is to say, would 
speculate on the future market to the ex- 
tent of 20 cents es bushel, the grower to 
get the benefit if the speculation turned 
out well, the taxpayers of the Dominion to 
stand the loss. if it turned out badly. 

Western opinion woulc doubtless ap- 
prove the formation of a board on that 
basis, if the Government has nothing else 
in mind of comparable advantage to the 
grower. Thirty-five cents per bushel 
would keep the farmer's buying power 
down to the minimum. Fifty-five cents 
would give him a somewhat larger buying 
power than he has had during the last 
year, and would help business of all kinds 
in all parts of the country. From the 
western viewpoint it would be better to 
“gamble” to the tune of twenty cents a 
bushel and stimulate business, rather than 
leave the farmer discouraged and “broke,” 
and business depressed. 

The Dominion Government is bound 
to consider the interests of all Canada, and 
is dependent for support upon members of 
parliament elected from the eastern as 
well as the western provinces. Whether 
the eastern members will support the pro- 
posal, for the sake of the stimulus that 
would be given to trade in all parts of the 
country, will probably settle its fate. 

In any case, the situation has been pre- 
sented, the western proposal explained, 
and if the Government has any alternative 
Suggestion it is in order that it be an- 
nounced. That some measure of assist- 
ance, other than the five cents a bushel 
honus on exported wheat, is needed to put 
the grower on his feet and break up the 
business stagnation is clear enough, un- 
less prices are to make a sharp advance 
during the next three months.
